Making students feel at home is aim of WOW

The UVic Week of Welcome (WOW) start¬ 
ing today (Sept 4) is filled with events to help 
new students feel welcome. 

In other ways the name WOW is a misno¬ 
mer, points out Lise-Lotte Loomer, co-ordi¬ 
nator of the First Year Student Program. The 
activities designed to welcome new and re¬ 
turning students to campus extend past one 
week into almost a month-long time period. 

Loomer is the first person in the new co¬ 
ordinator position, created last May by Stu¬ 
dent and Ancillary Services out of the need 
for a more co-ordinated cross-campus effort 
in the planning and programming of events 
for first year students.

Mingling with students and helping cook the 
hamburgers will be President Dr. David 
Strong and university vice-presidents and 
deans. 

Many students have already registered for 
WQW activities. Those who haven’t yetreg- 
istered can do so today and Sept 5 and Sept. 
6, at a table set up in the foyer of the Student 
Union Building. The table is open from 11 


a.m. to 2 p.m. for registrations and to provide 
information about WOW activities. 

The registration fee for participating in 
WOW activities is $10. The WOW package 
which registrants receive includes a T-shirt, 
free dance ticket, a health package, free 
Shinerama dance tickets and a pass to the 
President’s Barbeque. 

The intent of the WOW program is to try 
to personalize the institution, says Loomer. 

“Contacting students in their first few 
weeks on campus is really important and 
offsets the student attrition rate. It’s so easy to 
get lost when you are on your own for the first 
time and are one of thousands of other stu¬ 
dents. 

“It is important to be in volved. If you just 
go to classes you won’t feel a sense of being 
part of the university. I think I’ve learned 


more outside the classroom than inside,” 
says this former UVic Students’ Society 
president who this fall enters her final year of 
studies in Child and Youth Care in the Fac¬ 
ulty of Human and Social Development 

Loomer took up her new position, report¬ 
ing to Student and Ancillary Services direc¬ 
tor Jim Griffith, on May 1 after completing 
her term as UVSS president Co-ordinating 
the planning ofnewprograms has been afull- 
time effort for Loomer over the spring and 
summer terms. This fall she will continue in 
the position on a part-time casual basis, and 
resume the full-time position again next May

Dial-A-Mail meets happy 
response from Alumni

After nine shifts, the student telephone call¬ 
ers of the 1990 Alumni Giving Campaign 
have raised nearly $15,000 for the newly 
established President’s Endowment Fund. 
“I’m very happy with the total so far, espe¬ 
cially since the donations are coming from 
alumni who have never given before,” says 
Robin Marcellus, UVic Development Coor¬ 
dinator. She adds that the "bright, young, and 
enthusiastic” staff are “doing a great job.” 

Alumni contacted so far have tended to be 
very supportive of the campaign, calling it 
“professional” and “well-handled.” Com¬ 
plaints have been few, and mostalumni seem 
“happy to receive the call,” says Marcellus. 

Alumni are being asked to give to the 
President’s EndowmentFund, proceeds from 
which will go toward student awards and 
areas of greatest need at UVic. Adonationto 
the fund will, in all likelihood, be quad¬ 
rupled, as a well-established foundation is 
considering a matching program and the 
provincial government will match on a dol- 
lar-to-dollar basis the gifts of alumni plus 
those of the foundation. 


As the student callers gain expertise in 
telemarketing skills, the level of donations 
per shift is expected to increase, says Marcel¬ 
lus. “Right now we’re working towards rais¬ 
ing $3,000 per shift.” 

On Aug.23,JonMarchant,anAstronomy 
graduate student from England, received 
$1,000, the largest donation to date. 
Marchant, “bowled over” by the individual’s 
generosity, says he “has taken in 30 years of 
the history of the University in as little as a 
month. I’ve learned a lot about Canadian 
culture and met some really great people.” 

More student callers are needed for the 
campaign, which is expected to continue 
until mid-October. 

Students will receive $6 per hour to start, 
and should be available for training on the 
following dates: Sept. 20 and 21 in the eve¬ 
nings, and all-day sessions Sept 22 and 23. 
Resumes will be accepted by Marcellus in 
Room 107 of the Sedgewick Building until 
Sept. 7.

Chemistry Department to receive 
new mass spectrometer 


Dr. Thomas Fyles (Chemistry) recently re¬ 
ceived a grant of $667,270 from the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC) of Canada for the purchase of an 
Analytical Mass Spectrometer for use in 
UVic’s Chemistry, Biochemistry and Micro¬ 
biology, and Biology Departments. 

A spectrometer allows scientists to dis¬ 
cover the molecular structure of organic and 
inorganic chemical compounds by bombard¬ 
ing them with ions and separating the results 
according to mass-to-charge ratios. Without 
the machines, research in chemistry and 
biochemistry “comes up to a dead end,” says 
Fyles. 

The first step in pursuing the grant was to - 
decide exactly what type of equipment was 
needed and to make sure the Departments of 
Chemistry, Biochemistry and Microbiology 
and the Dean of Arts and Sciences were 
prepared to support the application. This 
support was pledged last September. 

“Now this [support] is not negligible,” 
says Fyles. “We’re talking about a university 
commitment of about $80,000 to $90,000 a 
year for salaries and maintenance to run the 
machine.” 

The application was sent to Ottawa last 
September. In January, UVic was visited by 
six international experts in mass spectrome¬ 
try from NSERC “who came and gave us a 
very hard going-over,” says Fyles. 

Fyles and his colleagues Dr. Bob Olafson 
(Biochemistry and Microbiology) and Dr. 
David McGillivray (Chemistry) had to con¬ 
vince the NSERC assessors that the quality 
of their science, working knowledge of the 
machines, and the UVic facilities were ade¬ 
quate to the high standards demanded of 
mass spectrometry. They also had to show 
that the work they were planning to do on the 
machine would be “good science,” says 
Fyles. 


This work will include analyzing large 
proteins for biochemistry, samples from 
medical research labs, as well as Fyles’ own 
research. “I’m interested in transport across 
biological membranes,” he says, “and mak¬ 
ing synthetic materials that mimic transport 
proteins.” 

While the Chemistry Department already 
has two mass spectrometers which process 
about 1,000 samples a year, Fyles says the 
grant will allow the university to have an 
instrument that is “unbelievably more mod¬ 
em,” and that will be able to handle thou¬ 
sands of additional, more complex samples 
that are not currently capable of being proc¬ 
essed. “Up to now only small compounds 
have been able to be analyzed. With the new 
machine we will be able to analyze com¬ 
pounds that are 10 to 20 times as large,” says 
Fyles. 

“Let’s put this in context This is a 1966 
Volkswagen Beetle,” Fyles says, pointing to 
the oldest of the two spectrometers, “while 
this guy here,” turning to the other machine, 
“is about a 1972 Toyota. We’re going to be 
getting a custom BMW. There’s not going to 
be any spectrometers like this one anywhere. 
It’s being built just for us, using our specifi¬ 
cations for our experiments.” 

The spectrometer, which should arrive 
between December and March, measures 
about 20 by 20 feet. Fyles is having some dif¬ 
ficulty finding space for the machine in the 
already crowded Elliott Building. “We need 
about 1,000 sq. feet for a new Mass Spec¬ 
trometer Lab. The problem is, the floor needs 
to be vibration-free and be able to hold six 
tons,”he says. 

Fyles is convinced, however, that a solu¬ 
tion will be found by the time the machine ar¬ 
rives. 


Federal loan plan lags far behind cost of living 

B.C. government helps to cover gap

Canada’s Student Loan Plan is making it 
difficult or impossible for many students to 
attend university, according to Nels Gra- 
newall. Director of UVic’s Student Financial 
Aid Services. 

The basic problem is that the plan has not 
been indexed to allow for any increase in the 
cost of living and attending university since 
the 1983-84 school year. Meanwhile, for the 
majority of students who are classed as Group 
A (to be in Group B a student must be 
married, have been out of high school for 
four years or have spent at least two 12- 
month periods in the work force) the ex¬ 
pected contribution of a student’s parents is 
calculated as though income today had the 
same purchasing power that it did seven 
years ago.

Granewall uses sample figures drawn di¬ 
rectly from the Plan’s assessment tables to 
illustrate the problems which result. For an 
average middle-class student whose parents’ 
income totalled $34,500 in 1983-84, the 
parents expected contribution was $1,326. 
Allowing for a modest cost-of-living raise in 
the family income of four per cent per year, 
that family would earn $45,397 in 1990-91. 
While the relative ability to pay for univer¬ 
sity education would be the same, because 
the plan is not indexed the student’s family 
would now be expected to contribute $3,740, 
an increase of 182 per cent. 

Married or single-parent students face 
much the same difficulties because the Plan 
works on the assumption that students re¬ 
quire the same amount of funding while at¬ 
tending school as they did in 1983-84. Needy 
students often see their loan applications re¬ 
jected because of the outdated guidelines or 
receive such small loan offers that they are 
still unable to attend university, Granewall 
explains. 

Granewall says that the system “limped 
along fairly well” until the Progressive Con¬ 
servative government was elected in 1984. 
Then, “either by benign neglect or by delib¬ 
erate volition on their part, the loan program 
was basically forgotten about by the Mu- 
lroney regime. Now, seven years later, we are 
trying to administer a loan plan that has had 
no adjustment since 1983-84. Ottawa appar¬ 
ently thinks that the buying power of a dollar 
has notchanged since then. You don’thave to 
stretch your imagination too much to see that 
simply doesn’t work.” 

Granewall and his staff see the effects of 
these problems daily, having to explain to 
students why it is so difficult to get financial 
aid and warning them that they may receive 
no loan or a fraction of what they need. The 


situation has reached the point where the 
Student Financial Aid Service sends out a 
notice in red ink to all students who apply, as 
well as the parents of Group A students, 
warning them of the problem and advising 
them not to count on government assistance 
to fund their post-secondary studies. 

The situation would perhaps be less frus¬ 
trating, Granewall notes, if non-indexing of 
social programs was a universal measure 
adopted fora specific reason. However, “what 
bothers us in Financial Aid is that the govern¬ 
ment has indexed other social programs such 
as pensions and family allowance. It appears 
from my perspective that they have singled 
out student loan recipients as people to be 
denied indexing for cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ments.” 

Granewall has not merely sat in Victoria 
and complained about the system. For sev¬ 
eral years he has been a member of the 
Canadian Association of Student Financial 
Aid Administrators, which regularly sends 
representatives to Ottawa “to talk to senior 
bureaucrats and point out what is necessary 
in order to make the Plan workable. Obvi¬ 
ously, each year I have been hammering at 
this issue, that the Plan has to make adjust¬ 
ments for inflation, for students’ parents, for 
our single-parent students and for our mar¬ 
ried students. It has all basically been ignored 
to the point where I have, in complete frustra¬ 
tion, just given up.” Granewall believes that 
the root of the problem is a lack of political 
will at the most senior level of government, 
and that probably nothing can be done about 
the problem without a change in govern¬ 
ment. 

Fortunately for students in B.C., the aid 
picture is not completely bleak. Granewall 
says that frustrated as he is with the federal 
government, he is equally thrilled by the 


attitude of the provincial government. “The 
co-operation we have received at every level, 
up to the Premier, to make sure we get a 
workable program has been phenomenal.” 
This spirit of co-operation began, says Gra¬ 
newall, with former Minister of Advanced 
Education, Training and Technology Stan 
Hagen and has continued with current Min¬ 
ister Bruce Strachan. Students in the first two 
years of post-secondary education whose 
needs are assessed at more than the federal 
ceiling of $3,500 per year are eligible to 
receive non-repayable equalization payments 
from the provincial government, and a sys¬ 
tem of loan remission which limits a student’s 
debt ceiling to $ 12,000 has been established. 

% “We are most grateful for what the prov¬ 
ince has done, but the problem is you can’t 
override the federal policies, you can only try 
to find other ways to help.” 

At this point, “there are no simple solu¬ 
tions because we’ve fallen so far behind that 
it will be hard to catch up,” Granewall says, 
but for the sake of the more than 40 per cent 
of Canadian post-secondary students who 
rely on government assistance, he hopes that 
it is not too late.

Business School opens doors at UVic 

Director from Saskatchewan to join faculty in New Year

UVic is officially opening a School of Busi¬ 
ness this term, initially admitting about 190 
students into qualifying year for the manda¬ 
tory co-operative education program. Core 
courses for the Bachelor of Commerce de¬ 
gree will begin to be offered next year, Vice- 
President, Academic Dr. Sam Scully an¬ 
nounced at a news conference on Aug. 23. 
Students will begin work terms after their 
second year and the first graduates could 
complete the program as early as the fall of 
1994. 

The first Director of the School of Business 
will be Dr. David Boag, currently Professor 
of Marketing in the University of 
Saskatchewan’s College of Commerce. Boag, 
who will take his new position on Jan. 1, 
1991, was present at the news conference. 
The announcement came after more than 10 
years of wishing, planning and preparing by 
the university, the Greater Victoria business 
community and the provincial government. 

In announcing Boag’s appointment, Scully 


said, “The first Director is probably the most 
important appointment that any program ever 
makes because that individual leaves a per¬ 
sonal imprint upon the program and estab¬ 
lishes the basic philosophy to which the 
program will adhere for years to come. And 
when you are starting a new program such as 
this, you usually only get one shot at it. We 
are confident that David Boag will provide 
the leadership, the vision and the drive to 
bring about the creation of a first-rate School 
of Business of which Victoria, Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia can be truly 
proud.” 

Boag brings to UVic expertise in ad¬ 
vanced technology, the hospitality and tour¬ 
ism industry, and small business, gained in 
years of academic work and hands-on expe¬ 
rience in business. Before joining the Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan Boag was a lecturer 
at Ryerson Polytechnical Institute. He earned 
his Ph.D. in Marketing at the University of 
Toronto in 1983. His academic achievements 


includenumerousaward-winningpapers.and 
a Fellowship in the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council of Canada. 
From 1971-78 he was owner and operator of 
the Bad River Lodge, a wilderness fly-in 
resort in Ontario, and resorts in the Carib¬ 
bean. 

Boag has acted as a consultant for such 
diverse groups as the governments of Can¬ 
ada, Ontario, and Saskatchewan, the Federal 
Business Development Bank, die Associa¬ 
tion of Metis and Non-Status Indians, and the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool. 

Scully offered “sincere and profound 
thanks” to former Minister of Advanced 
Education, Training and Technology, Stan 
Hagen, current Minister Bruce Strachan and 
Deputy Minister Gary Mullins for their sup¬ 
port in establishing the School of Business. 
He acknowledged the Greater Victoria busi¬ 
ness community, who “over the years have 
laboured to bring about the School of Busi¬ 
ness at UVic.”. 

“The vision of the business community 
provided the impetus for the creation of the 
School of Business,” Boag added. 

“The School will be a significant resource 
in support of local business,” says Dr. John 
Schofield, Chair of UVic’s Department of 
Economics andActing Director of theSchool 
of Business. He cited as examples the credit 
and non-credit courses being offered, the 
pool of faculty expertise available for advice 
and consultation; and the needed additional 
source of trained personnel for local busi¬ 
ness. 

‘This program will provide access to busi¬ 
ness education for students who can’t readily 
leave Victoria for study elsewhere or who 
prefer to live in Victoria,” Schofield says. “In 
addition, the program will bolster spending 
power in the Victoria comm unity , with 700 
extra full time equivalent (PTE) students 
enrolled and 47 additional PTE faculty 
members at the University.” 

British Columbia’s two other universities 
have been turning away qualified applicants 
to their business programs for lack of space 
while the province’s need for qualified busi¬ 
ness people is increasing. UVic’s program 
will help to alleviate that shortage of trained 
personnel. 

“Despite the importance to the Victoria 
community, however, I think the significance 
of the School is much broader because it is 


going to provide enhanced access to post¬ 
secondary business education across B.C. as 
a whole and will provide graduates to help 
satisfy the demands of the nation’s economy. 
Our faculty will add to the body of business 
knowledge and the practice of business 
administration through teaching, research and 
other professional activity,” Schofield adds. 

Students in UVic's School of Business 
will receive a broadly based education in 
business and the liberal arts, together with 
the opportunity for some specialization in 
entrepreneurship and small business, tour¬ 
ism management or international business. 
These three areas complement each other 
and are particularly suited to the business en- 
vironmenK>f Vancouver Island and the rest 
of the province. 

A graduate program leading to the 
Master’s of Business Administration degree 
is planned as well and could be offered as 
soon as 1993. The MBA program will help 
the School to attract top students and faculty 
from across the country. 

At the news conference Boag said that 
people he has contacted have tended to be 
very interested in the UVic program, and he 
has already received dozens of unsolicited 
applications to join the UVic faculty although 
no positions have yet been officially posted. 
The reason for the great interest, says Boag, 
is that “theUVic School of Business is unique 
among business schools in North America. 
The three areas of focus recognize Canada’s 
position in the world market and the manda¬ 
tory work education component makes us 
different” While other schools tend to pro¬ 
duce functional specialists in a specific area 
of business, UVic graduates will have “a 
founding in all the areas needed to be a 
business person.” 

UVic and the business community “should 
settle for nothing less than a School which 
produces graduates with integrative skills 
across the functional disciplines” who are 
ready to enter the workplace and contribute 
to business in Canada, Boag added. 

Boag called UVic’s project “the last great 
business school,” because he does not think 
another one will be opened in Canada in the 
next 30 years. He plans to work diligently 
and closely with UVic’s Division of Univer¬ 
sity Extension and the Greater Victoria busi¬ 
ness community to ensure that it will be a 
successful venture.

In the report in the 13 August issue of The Ring of the 
happy appointment of Maureen Maloney as Dean of 
the Law Faculty, it was remarked that Dean Maloney 
is “the second woman dean at UVic". In fact, 
Maureen is the fourth woman to hold a decanal 
office at the university. In addition to Norma 
Mickelson’s deanship of Education (whom your 
reporter obviously meant as the* first), Elaine Lim- 
brick was Acting Dean of Humanities in 1983-4 (an 
appointment carrying all the responsibilities of the 
office, and for which there were both a search 
committee and a faculty ballot prior to appointment), 
and Janet Bavelas was (without the title) effectively 
dean and senior administrator of Research Admini¬ 
stration in 1986-87, the first year following its sepa¬ 
ration from Graduate Studies (during which her 
responsibilities included some now performed by 


the Associate Vice-President, Research). Elaine 
Limbrick continues to hold a (burdensome) deca¬ 
nal office as Associate Dean of Research Admini¬ 
stration. 

I write to correct The Ring’s report, both out of 
justice to the two persons omitted, and because it 
is important that The Ring (the university’s informal 
memorandum of record) not inadvertently reduce 
by one half the instances to date of able women 
administrators in senior academic positions — in¬ 
stances that give (and with Maureen Maloney’s 
appointment will continue to give) the strongest 
evidence of the equal claim of women to participate 
in the university’s deliberative and administrative 
councils at the highest levels.
